MEMORANDA FOR THE RECORD 



SUBJECTS Report of Personal Meeting with AEPRIMER/l 



1* A brief meeting, more in the way of a reception for the 
Subject who is qbout to undertake a one week period of training 
(7 to 11 July), was held by the undersigned with the Subject from 
0935 to 1005 an 7 July 1958 in Washington, D. C. 

2. Subject was introduced to his instructor and then 
transDorted to the saf ©house where the training will take place* 

C instructor, knows the Subject as Mr. Conrad. The 

undersigned informed the Subject that he will spend some time at 
the training site with him on 8 July 1958. 

3* Subject informed the undersigned that as a result of his 
talk with the Representative DORi’s secretary he has learned that 
the limitation on the Russian quota from France has been lifted as 
of 1 July virtually assuring AECAKBISTA/Vs entrance into the United 
States* In addition. Representative DORN will write to the American 
Embassy in Paris, France, requesting that the Ambassador extend 
preferential treatment to AECAKBI5TA/li and his family, 

1*. Subject transmitted the following reports to the undersigned: 

a. Report dealing with Soviet initiation of a program 

of Psycnoiogical Preparation for 'for of the Byelorussian people. 

b. RPDSKIN candidate who is preparing to travel to 
Byelorussia and the Soviet Union next year. 

c. A legal traveler who had departed to Poland to visit 
his father who will arrive in Poland from Byelorussia, This 
traveler ha^been reported to the undersigned previously by 

V who also briefed the traveler before his 
departure. This is not known by Subject. Subject volunteered 
to debrief the traveler upon his return if such is the desire 
of the undersigned. He was informed that in all probability 
— — the undersigned will do the debriefing. 

d. A report concerning a person employed in the same firm 
as the Subject. This person is a stamp collector who is in 
letter contact with a Soviet doctor for the purpose of exchanging 
stamps and stamp collecting data. The stamp collector and his 
father-in-law, a Professor at New York University, ere both 
planning a visit to the Soviet Union in 1959. 
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5. Ihe meeting was brief in order to permit as much tine 
as possible for training. Subject will be contacted again on 
8 July. 
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
